THE HABIT We daily read of countries 

OF SAVING being great, and of peoples 
being rich and powerful. 
We also read of weak nations, and of peo- 
ples who are wTetchedly ,poor. The same is 
true of individuals. If we w^ould give up 
ourselves to a serious meditation of Avhy this 
state of affairs is true, wo are apt to attribute 
it to what we vulgarly call **luck'\ Unfor- 
tunately, however, nothing is farther from the 
truth than this assertion. If there is one source 
above all others from which we can trace a co- 
untry' s greatness, undoubtedly it is the habit of 
saving which its people possess. In order to 
encourage people in this practice, governments 
have established Savings Banks. In the Philip- 
pine Islands w^e have a similar institution, the 
use of which cannot too earnestly be recommen- 
ded. 

Whatever a man's occupation is, he can- 
not, in justice to himself, say: ''I don't need 
to save." How easy and pleasant it is ''not 
to save", but how difficult and evea fatal 
it is to suffer the sad but inevitable conse- 
quences ! Had people from their infancy been 
practicing the habit of saving, we would not 
BOW be w^itnessing the pathetic condition of 
many who once lived in abundance but now 



on the eve of starvation. Mad this habit V)eea 
firmly rooted in the hearts of all, thousands 
of men w^ould hav(^ l)een saved from the in- 
numerable crimes into which tfiey have plun- 
ged themselves, and their lives might have- 
boen w^orth living instead of being a cons- 
tant torment and misery. 

Remember the many rainy days, for not 
all the days of our liv(»s are pleasant days. 
If it is true that in our lives there is a time 
of prosperity, it is no less true that there is 
also a time of adversity. Just as from a clear, 
blue sky of a mid-summfer day, a terrible 
storm might all at once sweep and cat^h you 
unaware, so it is that in our lives a disa- 
gaeable period may come which we never 
before even thought or dreamemd of. The ex- 
perience of everyday life teaches as this bitter 
truth, and unless we are ei^ception to the 
rule, we too would sometimes find ourselves^ 
face to face wnth it.

Sect. 7. Puties of each member of the Exe-- 
cutive Board. 

(a) The General President shall pre^ 
side at all meetings of the Excutive- 
Board and of the General Conventions;

sociation ; appoint Delegates to establish

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EDUGITIOI IS THE BASE OF PROSRESS. * 

Education is one of the most important needs of 
the vast majority of the people of the Philippine In- 
lands at the present time. It should aim to traia the 
people for a thorough understanding of their rights and 
<iutie8 in society, and thus Kuaraniee an equitable and 
just government. It should not only teach us rules 
but should also teach each and every ODe of us, from 
the most humble and lowly citizen to the leaders of 
wea-lth and men of means, to duly respect the com- 
tnon rights of our felKw citizens, to better understand 
our fellow wen and to promote a feeling of brotherly 
love among ourselves. Further, it must teach the dig - 
fiity of labor and make manifest the troth that though 
-education is of itself worthy it is but of little value 
unless put to practical use and employed as a means 
of doing good. 

The history of education as particularly applied 
to the Philippines may be divided into ifour epochs. 
First, the practical and rudimentary instruction im- 
parted to their children by our ancestors before the 
Spanish Conquest. Second, the limited courses of study 
in vogue during the first part and continuing till near 
the end of the Spanish dominion. Third, the new ide^s 
relative to progress resulting from the question of the 
Filipino representation in the Spanish Cortes, and the 
period that developed such men as Rizal, Jfiena, Ma- 
bini and others. The fourth epoch, introducing more 
liberal and thorough education along the American li- 
nes is now fairly begun and bearing fruit

Do try very liard not to critii^ise 
your young friends l>ehind then- backs, and aln^ve all never 
conmiit the offence of makinut unpleasant remarks about 
some one who is a particular friend of the person to whohi 
you are talking. Every one of proper spirit resents tins, 
and you offend your listener, lH\sides being unkind to the 
absent one. Possibly the ^^irl you are discussing may 
have offensive faults and failings, but even'if they arc 
flagrant, good breeding demands that you ignore them an 
nnich as possible and that you never C4\ll the attention of 
othei^s to them.

It will pay a school board to 
hold a good teacher, even at an advance of t^alary. 
It is poor economy to get the cheapest teachers. 
Fewer lebchers, if ceces-ry but uot poorer ones. On 
the other hand, it is not always good policy for a teachet 
to leave a position becauFe of a better salary offered 
elsewhere. Sometimes the smaller salary is worth more. 
Money is not the only thing: to consider. A caution 
ugftinst tro frequent chaoges is timely for both teachers 
and school boards.
